On 30 September p ZRCROWN-PBPRIME Chairman for that month, 

called a meeting of the HTNBIGK Executive Committee at which cz. -j 
read a Joint ZRCROWN-PBPKIME memorandum in the presence of IHNLIftfPIf. In 
essence this memorandum read: 

a. The ZRGRObli^PBPRIMl; representatives cannot accept the in- 
formal memorandum prepared by the HTNEIGH Executive Committee as an 
answer to the ZRCROWN-PBPRIM1 proposals regarding the reorganization 

and broadening of KTMEIOH. 

b. HTNMGH memorandum ignores the major points put forth in 
the joint memorandum read to the Committee by RNLUMPIT in August 
during which month he was Chairman. 

e. The ZRCROWN-PBPRIME backers gave the Committee 15 days in 
which to reconsider their stand after which time the ZRCROWN-PBPRIMBS 
will call another meeting to receive HTHEIGlPs revised memorandum. 

As of this date said meeting has not been called by the ZRCROWB- 
PBPRIMKS. iMalaraent was busy in Geneva on the slave labor matter, and 
HNLUMPIT>hae been confined to his bed with a cold following a fortniiejit's 
leave. It is expected that the meeting will be called within the next 
week. 


Private conversations held with various member® of the HTMEIGH indi- 
cate little change has taken place in the stand of the various Committee 
members on the question of broadening and reorganization as reported In 
£ - 3 ’s last monthly survey report. The only new development to occur 

concerns the reasons back of E. 3 , s obstinate stand. 

Two days ago C 3 entertained ~c -3 and two of his 

associates in his home. It was obvious that C was despondent; in 

feet, he made the remark that he doubted if he would ever see hie homeland 
again. Subsequent investigation on E 3*s part developed the following 
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a. Cl J^'e despondency is reportedly due to the feet that 

he has received definite orders from HNCASTINGH that he is not to 
allow any changes in the structure of HTNSIGH. 

h. l J is fearful that the PBPEIMES will become dis- 

gusted with his behavior and cut off his welfare assistance fund. 

c. L 3 feels the HTMBLOU Movement means nothing to 

MCASTIMii that RNC ASTI N® prefers to deal with individuals when 
such dealings suit hie needs and that the HTMELOI followers, whom 
£_ lhas tried to hold together ae an RECASTING, force , will 

desert c; J. He feels some of them will Join other political 

parties in Italy} that others will make their way to TPROACH to 
hook up with KMSTRID®. 

C. 3 wishing to quiet L ^r*e teste askedc. J to talk 

with E- 3 in an effort to bolster his morale, cl J made little 

progress and at one point in the conversation x~ 3 said that If 

things got any worse he believed the only way out was for him to commit 
suicide, a move which he had been contemplating for soma time. C. 

3 also turned over toL A copies of letters received from 

fflttASTIM's secretary instructing him to hold his position as proof that 
he c 3' was not double crossing his EBB 81 MB friends but was acting 

only on the orders of RECASTING. 

Copies of the letters were shown to £ .3 along with trans- 
lations which were retained by t y. £ 3 did not feel that the 

letters were as demanding gsc 3 seems to think they are. The 

only one that had any outright instructions te 'Attached under separate 

cover. 

C 3 claims that this letter refers to his last conversation 

with RNCASTING \in which HJTCASTING said "Do not accept the broadening of 
ETNRIGH, remain on the first status ouo of HTNKIGH." 

After carefully considering the foregoing, L 3 has decided to 
ease up on the pressure he has been maintaining on c 3 to accept 

the PBPRIME proposals, c 3 seems to feel that L. 3 now has 
C 3 in a corner and should press his advantage - that he should 

cut off C J/ 1 e welfare fund and force him to see RECASTING and get 

RECASTING] to alter his instructions. £ J3 cannot agree wither _3 '. 
H 3 is not given to idle threats and it is c. 3' s belief that 

if pushed too far the old man will use that nickle-plated revolver, 
presented to him by the PBPRIMES, to end it all. 

L ;a therefore proposes to have a confidential talk with C 

□ using his own son as interpreter and informing C 3 that 

C J3 appreciates his position and that the PBPRIMBS will endeavor 

to get RECASTING to change his opinion without placing C -3 in the 

position of forcing RECASTING^ hand. 
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Both c JY and Q. 3 are fearful that £. ‘3 will use the 

above information and that it will get hack to fRNCASTING and they in turn 
will ho outcasts for having informed L 2 ofCMCASTIHG's double-croes. 

L J has assured them that under no circumstances will this informa- 
tion he divulged to MCASTING. 

(_ 1 proposes that we let this matter of broadening and reorgani- 

sation rest in a state of suspension until c. 3 has his next meeting 
with HHCASTIM. If MCASTIBG sees fit to issue new* instructions in 
writing to 3 that time, the broadening can be pushed in Borne 

circle®. If not, we will simply maintain the pressure on the XNMALEPICT 
profeesors Just as we have but will go slowly with C 3 in order not 

to force him into the drastic action he has been contemplating. 

C 3 must confess that the thought of c 3 r ' s suicide had 

never entered his mind, but if the old man should take this way out it 
would, probably bring an end to HTNIIGH. 

Meanwhile C 3 has other plans for tightening the noose around 

the XBHALSBICT profeesors' necks. Here are a few suggestions which will 
be cleared with higher authority before any action is taken. 

v a . C Jhas been seeking a replacement for C J3 

who, as the reader knows, will soon be shifted to the staff in SGGRIND 
in Hew York. HTHEIGH has not been able to agree upon a replacement 
for L 3>.C 3 fi nd his followers end C j might get together 

on a. candidate but the .XNMALITOICf professors are determined to put 
one of their own men in the spot. Tn fact, they have besn doing some 
horse trading with £ 3* and he has about agreed to let them have 

their way. For the umpteenth time. The man they want to put in the 
job, L 3, is probably the most radical of the professors' 

group, next to £ 3 himself. 

r 3- believes the time is right to tell HTOfBIGH that since 
they can no longer get together on the appointment of personnel, the 
PBPRIMKS are disgusted and oropose to operate HTG1UBBY much along 
the lines that JBCRAFT operates. In other words the PBPSIMFB ’■rill 
run HTGRIIBBY, hiring that KMMAAROO personnel needed to conduct the 
operation without regard to political party. 

’* b. For some time HTHEIGH leaders have differed over the KMWAAHOO 
cadre in JBPABSOH. L 3 would propose that H WEIGH be told that 

JBPARSOH is being taken over completely by MAGPIE in SGCIEER and that 
HTHEIGB. political leaders no longer have any control or dealings 
whatsoever with this organization. 

c. Heretofore HTBUHH Propaganda Committee has been treated 
with the utmost respect by AMLUMPIF andiT J3. An effort has 
always been made to suggest rather than demand, lb© two XWA.LWDICT 
professors (Identities (l) and (2)) have gradually gotten a superior 
hand and more or less run their associates a® they see fit. {£' 3 



would propose taking a firmer hand In which he as e PBPRIMffi repre- 
sentative footing the hills for propaganda activities would act as 
the Committee's Director. This would not he an outright pronounce- 
ment but a gradual taking over of authority which the other members 
of the Propaganda Committee have individually asked C to do 

on numerous occasions. 

There are many other little loose bolts here and there which can be 
tightened to bring the professors down to earth and protect the interests 
of the other members of HTHEIG-R who at the moment will privately concede 
that HTMEIO-H is in reality the Committee for the professors of XMMAIJSDICT. 

3 would like to repeat that he will take no action along 
these lines until sxich action is cleared with higher authority. 

Other highlights of the month covered by this report are: 

a. Pinal material for the slave labor hearings in Geneva was 
prepared. (Hearings have since been held with iMalament acting as 
spokesman for RTNSIG-H, and a press conference is being staged in 
Home on this very day.) 

b. Two issues of QKPALI^G were published. 

c. Two issues of KKBUMPSY were published. 

L J would caution the reader that this is not Intended as a dis- 
couraging report. Actually the activities of HTUBIGH are being conducted 
on an even keel. £ -y simply wishes to report factually on the state 
of the political situation which is probably at an all-time high (or low) 
depending upon how the reader views it.
